The Atlantic Loyal Mail Steam 
Company was largely indebted to Overend 

6 Gurney. Ho went into that company as 
» director, Overend & UurneJ giving hiui 
the necessary share,. He attend all the 
board meettogs-not after office hoois-and 
received the usual lees. Of c oo. 80 bo know 
of the large debt to the Gurneys, and, in faot 
«ho weni there to watch if* Ag'uo, he was 
the nominee of Overeud & G^ey Ut the 
tranaaotiot, ol a loan for £144,000 to Mr. 
Stefatios Xonos, the manager of a «M» 
Ships known as the "Greek and Oriental 
Company.' This transaction turned oat very 
ill, but not for Mr. Edwards. At some time 
or other— his memory fails him about dates 
— be was receiving a salary a t the rata of 
£500 a year Irum Mr. Xenon, and be was, 
moreover, presented by that gentlemen with 
a vacht, 'not for services rendered, but as a 
friendly gift.' He does not eecra to have 
been always quite so scrupulous. He nego- 
tiated on behall ot Messrs. Ovotend & Cur- 
ney the sale of two ships to a Mr. Pearson, 
and on that oooasion he recoived a .sum ol 
JE2.000 from Mr. Bearson.

Two I hiB 
brothers mid Mr. O'Ueirne were the acting 
paltrier?, and Mr. O'Heirne obtained ad« 
vuneis noin Oveieud & Gurney afior he bod 
letl them. A Mr. O'Beirne, moroovar ap- 
pears as the rflftuager of the iSlilvrall Iron- 
works. 

'1 his will prohably be thoucht sumeien'. 
It is easy to iir.agiee Mr. Edwards ovei- 
wheimed "ith h's responsibilities. He is an 
officiil assignee i ho is in business on his 
own account ; he is in bueioeis on Overend 
i Gurney's account; and be is practically 
in business on account ol Overend & Guroey's 
customers. H° receives bis official eolury, 
his sul ny of £5000 Irani Overend & Gurney, 
bis sirny douceurs of hundreds and thousands, 
and his Irieridly ^ if a of such little m.itteiB 
us a yacht, UQ d be huS an iucorae, no diubt, 
Irom hie ow u bosiueS'. Bui there is more to 
come s i 1 ', and 'hat, perhaps, the most sor- 
prUing part f t:ie whole matter. VVu have 
teeo tbat Mr. Chapman introduced him to 
the firm of the Gurney?. He now state* 
that in the first instance, he lent privately 
to Mr. Uhapmon the whole of tho sultry lie 
recoived from the firm- Ue paid over to Mr. 
Chapman the first £5000 bo received, and 
ho was tinder the impression (bat the ttans- 
action was to be kept secret. He adds that 
be has never been repaid. So that to all hiB 
other business he added that of a money- 
lender.

It is 
sufficient to observe and to. admire the spec- 
tacle afforded by Mr. Edwards. ITj is en- 
gaged in. transactions with the firm, With a 
Bingle porttiar of the firm, with the customers 
of ihelirm, and with bis own customers; 8 nd 
all these transactions it is ot course his duty 
to keep perfeoily tJise P1 a(igl8dj and to pre- 
vent tueir exerting any mllueiiee on each 
other. And all this is undertaken by o 
gemleansu w D o bus 'a very bud memory as 
to dates,' and finds it b ird to iccull amounts 
which ore reckoned in hundreds of thousands! 
We can form, of course, no Idea of the irjflu- 
ence which ^Mr. Edwards' inaccuracy may 
have exorcised °Q tbe fortunes ol Overend 
& Guroey; but he has giveo us an extraor- 
diuary revelation of the underground agency 
sometimes at work in the city, and of the 
extent to which one, quiet man may make use 
of great names for bis own purpeses, and 
without compromising himself. 

TIjo Prime ftiiuistcr ol Great Britain 

The foremost man of England at ibis mo- 
ment is, undeniably, the Right Hon. NV. E. 
Gladstone, tho Prirno Minister ol the realm. 
I'he latest number of the new comic weekly, 
Vanity Fair, contains a cuition in carica- 
ture cl iha great statesman and oiutor, which 
is not yet so extravagant hut lhat it couvejs 
an excellent idea of the outward man, as we 
may imagine hirn Walking tho corridor ot ibe 
Parliament House n m « way to the debute 
io the Commons. 

A writer in the March number of Putnam's 
Magazine, gives a pen-and-iuk sketch of Mr. 
Gladstone, which carries with it such ao as- 
surance ot fidelity and presents liiru so vivid- 
ly to the mind, that we lei-1 confident it will 
be acceptable to our readers. Every out- 
line is strongly drawn. The writer says : 

"A brow broad, y e t not possesti ig U'eb- 
steriiu massiveriens, u swaitby complexion 
well harmonising with earnest, deep black 
eye«i his fuce almost grim in its stercoeas, 
and deep cut wiih the furrows, of cure, 
thought— -pessibly witi the indescribable 
anxieties of aiobitioDi a laco proclaiming 
earnestness and profound feeling above all 
other traits; u ( middle height, tho Ufiper 
port of the body hrood bu]i ; thin grey hair 
urid whiskers, the larife Drain diicovered 
tbrongh the meagr locks ; a fixedness ol 
feature which, a? ho sits there silent, seems 
undisiurhftble. Yet in the high midnight 
Btorm of forensic battle, when s'ung by ibe 
sparkling, Cold-blooded thrusts of D sraoli's 
iron, thai s'ern tuc e becomes the visible bo- 
trayor of grand and deep and fast chutig r.g 
emotions. The features, ure illumined by a 
burnitii; exprofsiou o! spirit and mental 
greatness. The ■t.orje-Ukegrimneis has givou 
placo to a. fire-like, infeciiuiis animation. 
Nature has endowed Gladstone with a voice, 
in sweetness, ttrengtb und flexibility far sur- 
passing that of aoy living Euglisbmau ; and 
he wields it like a ^ia"t, overpoworing with 
i s moving and patsiooate tremor the uioro 
ptilegmutic srnoutalllr:j^ and keenness of fiia 
rivul- IJis readmesi and fluency m'ke it 
not di(uou<t to invodt the driest fcubjecis w i ill 
a certain charm. lie is, perhaps, the first 
of oruiorB who baa succeeded in commanding 
the breatbleta attemjon of a usually restleBJ 
budy, wliiie tor lour mortal hours duvelopiog 
a financial eoherflC " 

Going on to speak more paiticularly ol 
Mr- Gladstone's oratory, tho writer, with 
much discrimination tolls us: 

11 Tho secret, ahovo all, of Glads'one's 
forsenic power i 3 perhaps best expressed by 
an English Writer ; ii n ' the belief that bis 
eloquence is animated by principle and con- 
science as vveil as high intellec,' which, 
though it may seem to belong tj r no deba- 
table ground o< pnlnies, is undoubtedly held 
by his party. His forensic powers extend, 
apparently, through the whole list ot the va- 
rious arts which gi to make up the model 
orator. He i a never at a loss lor words • but 
debates on a suddenly-rni^ed issue with as 
muoh fluency as J;e delivers a propared 
speech ; with evon more, lor in an extempore 
haranguo he is far mora dill'use and elab- 
orate tbun in l>" labored addresses. His 
aptness and exuberance of simile aud illus- 
tration, derived alike from the oxporieneo of 
every day) tho homely topics of the streot, 
and from tho oho'cest descriptions and epi- 
grama of classical lore, amaze you_ as he 
paBses from one branch of his Hut ject to 
another, now staying to indulge io a choice 
flight of rhetoric, now hurrying impetuously 
to his climax. The inexhaustible weulih of 
bis language i fl equally notablo ; tho vast 
stores of his information Bcarcely leas so. 
ilia eloquence i» unmatched in England : his 
delivery is of so gerjuiao, earnest, natural a 



ring as tenfold enhances ths power which ia 
woo by other qualities Tbe additional grace 
of a keen wit, aad a genial bumor aeems, 
however, to bo wanting. He oinnot cope 
with Disraeli in tbe dry brilliance of his re- 
torts, nor can ha equal far inferior men — 
Bernard O*born»i for example — in a ooniin* 
nous stream of airy and ludicrous bumor. 
He i« too earnest a man evidently to stop 
and dally by tb« wayside. He has no time, 
no room in hit thoughts for meditating lively 
•allies, or piovoking tbe caohinatory powers 
of tbo House. When he rises to speak tho 
House knows that the treat is to bo of no 
laughable sort— it is to be grand, and dra- 
matic,; erhap',but never farcical. Earnestness 
is the keynote of tbe man. Ue lives in a 
sober, reflective, toiling «votld ; misery is to 
in be dono away with, men are to have tbo ir 
rights, udmioiftraiion ig to be reformed ; tbe 
awful responsibility of the prosperity or mis- 
fortune of a great people weighs upon him 
aod there can be no light-beaded holidays in 
midst ot v."

It must have puzzled many of oar 
readers, as it has undoubtedly been too 
much for our editorial acumen to discov» 
er, the parposo for which our present 
Bystem of Government was instituted. 
They appear to have no desire to adapt 
our laws to the present requirements of 
tho Colonists; they apparently discourage 
immigration, and they won't even protect 
industrious citizens against tho savages, 
although tho most ordinary precautions 
would prevent outrages of the most 
dreadful character. Salt Spring Island is 
among tha first of our East Coast do- 
pendoncies. A number of farms have 
been locatod by industrious meu who have 
brought them into a very high state of 
cultivation; every description of crop 
produces abundantly, and poaches, plums, 
etc., are fully equal to auything of the 
kind on tho coast. Tho land on Salt 
Spring Island is valaublo for its product 
tiveness, but still rnoro so from its easy 
communication by water with this city, 
where tho produce can be disposed of at 
good prices, but — can it bo credited? 
— the Government declines to take tho 
commonest precautious for tho protection 
of the hard working settlers from murder 
and robbery. A tribe of Indians aro 
located on tho Island, who, failing any 
other kind of excitement, murder a 
settler now and then by way of a change, 
and carry off bis property to tho bush, 
where it ia secreted till the little puff of a 
sensation is passed; the booty is then 
brought out and duly divided, Such 
things have occurred three or four times, 
yet none of the murderers except "Dick," 
now in custody, have boen brought to 
justice. Tho usual course has been to 
send a ship of war up to the vicinity ; 
the ship proceeds to expend a quantity of 
powder and ball; a few boats' crews are 
sent ashore to endeavor to discover 
some of tho stolon property. Tho 
results in oaoh caso, as may nat* 
xrrally bo supposed, are quite inatilo; it 
would really hays beon bottor if tho 
Bhip had novor left hor moorings. 
It ia well known that tho perpetra- 
tors of all the robberies and murders, 
except Dick, aro at largo on the Is-- 
land, and could be had if proper means 
were adoptod for their capture. Such 
means aro very simplo: on tho next 
visit of a ship of war lot the principal 
men of the tribe that tho robbors and 
murdorors belong to bo taken on 
board aud bold as hostages until the 
murdorers aro givoQ up ; but caro 
must be taken that a compotoni inter- 
preter bo sont who can explain the obs 
joots of tho oxpodititn and tho Oou- 
Boquoncea of diaoboying tho law. 
Should this course bo adopted it will be 
long oro similar outrages are roportod 
on the Island. Lot tho ships save 
their powdor and shot, unless utilized 
by destroying the Indian camps; and 
in ovory caso lot oxamplos be mado of 
thoso uncivilized Wretches, that poo- 
plo may bo protoctod who dosiro to bo 
law-abiding and industrious. Several 
of tho settlors bavo alroady loft the 
Island, and tho others aro seriou-ly 
talking of doing so ovon at tho sacri- 
fice of all their property; ono of them 
had cloarcd fifty acros of land pre- 
viously covered with hoavy timbor, 
and stocked with fruit trous and other- 
wise producing good crops. But what 
aro fino farms and lortilo land whero 
lifo and property are in Biioh poril ? 
JNo advanta^o would ropay the risk. 
To Buow tho present fooling of tho In- 
dians towards tho authorities : if Dick 
bad not boen rornovod whon bo was, 
an attompt would havo beon mado by 
his tillicums to rcacuo him ; and a plot 
is now on foot to substitute a slave 
boy for him in order to savo his life, 
Tho settlement is of groat importance 
to this city, and our Govorninont is 
bound to seo that tho sottlers are 
protoctod. To accomplish this end, 
prompt measures must bo takon, and 
tha delinquents secured, as thoy un- 
doubtedly may bo. But in donling out 
tho moritod punishment to thoso ma- 
rauders, we must not lorgot that there 
may bo moro to learn 'ban appears on 
tho surfaco, and Wo think tho proper 
modo of proceduro would bo to employ, 
at Ioast temporarily, au Indian agout, 
who might go down and hoar what 
tho Indians had to say. A groat doal 
of misohiof may arise from somo senso 
of injury which tho nativos imagino 
thoy havo roooivod. from tho Bottlers. 



If thero should turn out to be a griev- 
ance, lot it bo at onoo rodrossod, so 
that tho Indians may not conceive 
thomsolvos wronged. Judging from 
tho description of tho proient state of 
feoling amongst tho nativos, as related 
to us by a gentleman just down from 
thoro, somo measures must bo takon 
without dolay, as from appoaranoes, a 
gonoral massacre of tho settlors is 
within thoscopo of possibility. Should 
such a dreadful occurronco tako plaoo 
tho authorities would certainly bo held 
responsible

An Excitino Runaway — A Feahful 
Smash Ui\— Oj Sunday Eight, a most excit- 
ing runaway incident transpired in this city. 
At 11 o'clock one ot the two-boreo hacks 
that ply between Victoria and Esqnimalt 
with paseengera was drawn up in front of 
tha Grotto Saloon at the corner of Govern- 
ment and Trounce- streets. The hack oon- 
tainod two mrile passengerB, who wero 
ensconced on the back eeat, and the driver 
having gone off a short distance in search 
of more passengers to raako up a full load, 
the r»ics lay looaely on the first Beat of tho 
vehicle. The equina? — anything but spirited 
looking bits of horse-flesh— remained meekly 
standing at the door of the saloon awaiting 
tha return of the driver, and, for aught any* 
one knoWB, would have remained thero till 
tho "crack of doom" but for the sudden ap- 
pearance of another two-horse hack driven 
rapidly through Government street, the 
bright light from the lamps cf which flashed 
full in the eyes of tho animals at the Grotio, 
T''.e horses at onco started to run. One of 
the passengers on the back seat roaohod 
over to grasp tho reins, but the jolting of tha 
vohicle by the sudden start had caused them 
to fall to the ground, and the horses, gaining 
additional speed at every Btip, dashed on 
To attompt to control 'heir movements by 
any action on the part of tho occupants was 
out of the question. The vehicle swayed 
from side to sido with the increased moment 
turn, and there was nothing for it but to 
jump out, which the passengers did, opposite 
the corner of Fort street. Both alighted on the 
1oob3 metal and escaped with a few braises. 
The horses darted on to tho bridge, over 
which they clattered at a fearful rate, tho 
haok at their beala striking the rail on odo 
side, and rebounding and striking tho apposite 
rail. Soon a wheel rolled of ; then a part of 
the top ; next anotbor wUael, then another 
action of the top; until by ibe time the 
bridge had been accomplished the' stock-ins 
trade of runaways consisted of two'wheolB 
and a carriage-body somewhat the w'oree 
for wear-and-tear. Along Birdcage Walk, 
around the "big" Government building, and 
out upon the street running towards Beacon 
Hill, tho affrighted animals sped. At tho 
corner opposite Mr. Trounce'a residenco they 
parted with the remains of tho hack, and a 
litllo further on the coupling of the horses 
gave out and they parted company. Yester- 
day the animals were found cropping the 
sweet young grass on Beacon Hill ;— one of 
them badly cut upon the hind legs ; the 
other uninjured. The vehicle, valued ot 
8200 or $300, is totally destroyed, and the 
only marvel is that, considering the rate of 
Epeed at which tho runaways travelled, a 
greater amount of damage was no t done.

YcBterday a large quantity of goods was 
sold for the North, and the Enterprise, 
which starts for New Westminslor at ten 
thismorniDg, will go up foil. The river 
boats Onward and Lillooct will raako regular 
trips to Yalo, leaving New Westminster on 
Wednesdays and Saturdays of each week, 
and carrying freight at S12 per ton and pas. 
aengors at $7 per head. Tho Enterprise 
will mako two tripa from Victoria to New 
Westminster each week during the season. 

Tint "Evening News. "— This is the title 
of a spicy little paper that cade its appear- 
ance last evening, having risen, Pbceoix-like, 
Iiom the ruins of tho once prosperous Morn- 
ing News. Tho now paper presents a very 
neat appearanco typographically, the adver- 
tisements and loading matter being Bat 
olosely together.

In denouncing as untrue the reported con- 
nection of the proprietor of this paper with 
1lho]Evening News, tho editor of that journa' 
simply does Mr. Higgins justice, One man 
Las his hands full in "running" a eirglo 
daily without doubling the work and anxiety 
in tho publication of another, But, really, 
tho report was so improbable that but for the 
animus actuating tho circulators it was 
goarcely worth noticing.

On tho north of the Swatow River there 
are eighteen villages, or rather towns, wiib 
an exceedingly turbulent population. Two 
hundred years ago (hsy suooeistully resisted 
the invasion of Koxinga, and bave ever since 
considered themselves invincible, living in 
entire independence of the Mandarins, whose 
paeaeoce they somotitnos tolerate, but whose 
toxas they never pay, and whoso deoisions 
they only respected when in their fuvor 
Always fighting among themselves, they 
have been in ibo habit of uniting whonever 
threatened from without, and on many occa- 
sions has a ''holy league" beon entered into 
by whiob Goowa, Ou-tinc-pui, Swa-boi or 
Ilao-wu laid aside their diflerooces to resist 
tho foreign devils. Consuls, navy officer* 
and civilians have all in turn been utoned by 
them, and a cortaln number of foreign- 
ers have been wounded by them. 

Unfortunately for themselves the Ou-ting- 
pui men, in a noment of innocent oxcitement 
stoned II. M. S. Cockchafer's boats, and 
when Lieut. Kerr landed, pitched into him 
right and left and wounded so many of his 
men that the aDair could not be blurred over ; 
A> a strong force was i>t onoo applied for to 
cliasiisa tbem. Some wise men advised ho 
villagers to make submission, but the ad- 
vioo was fcornfnlly rejected and preparations 
wero mado to "eat the barbarians up." 

On Thursday, tho 25ib, tho Commodore 
arrived with the Rintildo, Perseus, Levea 
and Bouncer, and on Friday morning at day - 
light 459 men worocroasiog tho river. Tho 
gunboats towed the boats to tho mouth of 
tho creek and there stepped. Tne Swatow 
folks obuoklsd, counted the men and calmly 
prophesied that not one would return 

The marines, led by Captain Hall, marched 
up, the guns, bluo jaokets, olo,, going up in 
boaiB, and by about 10 they arrived at the 
sceoo of action and landed a oouplo of the 
guns. A man oamo out of the village while 
tbo marines were landing, but disappeared 
directly. Mr, Alabaster, H.M. Consul, went 
tu meet him, and tho moment the marines 
edvanoed, tho villagers, like idiots, opened 
fire on them. A rash, a pop-pop-pop of the 
finydors, a constant bungliog to coaso firing, 
aid before tho attacking party knew whero 
thoy wore, a ooupla of villages wore taken 
aid the forca had advanoed a oouplo of miloa 
into tho comity, tho Commodore, attended 
by Capt. Sin, R. E., and Mr. Alabaster, 
leaoiog the tight; Oaptiin Stophens, R. N., 
tha left; Captain M'Hardy tho field forced ; 
Lord O. Soot the sjpporta ; and tho irre- 
pressible Foraosean horo overything and 
everybody. 

Tanp-tnn nnl Peitang wero taken, and the 
latter sit fire ti, In acoordanoo with (be cus- 
tom ol Joe ooinlry, burning being tho rc- 
eoguirodpanisimont of clan outrages, 



Returning to tho boats refreshed, tho forces 
then started to visit the rer-id^iice of Iho 
chief offenders— 'ho town of Outingpui. A 
village which had not participated in tho at- 
tack was carefully preservod, and passing on 
either side of it the force drew noar the ou . 
lying village of Pai Outingpei, from which 
fire was opened on them— tha. braves coming 
out from the town with flags, tomtoms, gir.- 
galls, etc, in grand array. A rush, an infer- 
nal popping of Snyders. nnd tho British were 
in tho placo, going through everything with 
supremo contempt for Iho conveniences of 
doors or roads, and alter disregaid of tho 
law of trespnsa. Ia ibis village Major Cross- 
man nearly came to griof, lor energetically 
tumbling over a wall a pit received the Con- 
sular butraSB, and but for a friendly Drook 
whioh was near he would have in a few mo- 
ments beon smothered in his own emana- 
tions. A lieutenant also was caught horo by 
a conplo of braves who knocked him down — 
but, having been left for dead, ho wisely got 
up aguiu and repaired damages. 

Burning an ancestral hall hs thoy passed, 
os it was that of a family chiefly engaged, 
they went ^out to [tho town and were ham- 
mering at doors aud walla right und lei t in an 
instant, tho Commodore's purty being sulutod 
with a couple of Ktink-noie, which hurt noth- 
ing but Mr Aluba8ta.'s wnistooiit, and, wo 
douLt not, hits nerves. Ol course in n minnio 
or two tho force was in the town, it being 
eeton Ere from ono end to tbc other. 

Tha afliiir was over, and with only ono no- 
riouB CDSimlty, Lieut. Gyo Invitig beon 
blown up in a bouse. The invincibles hud 
been forced to bita the dust, and the t'orco 
started to return us soon as the gallant Ste- 
vens aud his pmty ;who hovered like p.o- 
taciing angels round the outskirts of the ad> 
vanced party, dashing here, thero and every- 
where when wanted) could be recalled, and 
reached Swatow about IO at ri^ht. 

Tho next morning a donutation of vi 1 ige 
elders came in t'> beg lor inorcy, acknowledg- 
ing iheir fuult aud promising belter bnhuvior 
in future; they fwora much relieved when 
told that it was not iha intetti^n ol lt>o Com- 
modore to return and harry i h am uyuin, arid 
that as long as thoy let forc-igreiH ulnno they 
might live in peacu ana the anjoyraant of 
iboir clan feuds without interference on any- 
body's part. They scarcely nt first would 
believo that the Commodore was not going 
to use the power ol extertninut og them, 
which ihcy admitted he possns.ied, bur for- 
eign residents will probably not loso by tbo 
clemoocy he exhibited, li is 'ruo thut tho 
Chinese do require sharp treatment, Inn they 
tuusi be affected favorably ns tar n« ilieir 
inclination towards us goes by tho diHerecoo 
they ob«erve between our cuurpu and ttut 
which their own Mandurins would hike. 

Since then, the Admiral, thu 'i'at.tii, and 
two Chinese Commissioners fiotu Canton, 
have arrived, und proclamations cf peace ar>d 
brotherly love are tiring forth lo thu villages. 
May wo long have i;, ns, thanks to the prom- 
ptitude and enorgy of t tic Admiral and 
Commodore, wa havo a chance now ol doirp; 
Tho affair eculd not have been do;.c better. 
The gunboats wore not inken up ; the Be id 
pieces wero scarcely used, and tbo Chines: 
all round were shown that within ui^ht days 
of eommitiiog an offence we coahl, wilh 
simple rifle?, crumple up their impieynable 
stroogholde.
